Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  President  of  Bowdoin  College: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1982-1983. 

These  reports  for  the  past  ten  years  have  noted  the  need  for  more 
space  for  books  and  readers  and  even  at  times  reported  that  ex- 
pansion plans  were  about  to  become  a  reality.  It  is  gratifying,  there- 
fore, to  record  the  progress  this  year.  With  renovation  of  Hubbard 
Hall  well  under  way  and  an  opening  about  to  be  cut  in  the  Haw- 
thorne-Longfellow lower  level  wall,  the  expansion  project  is  on  its 
way  to  completion  in  1984.  The  proejct  will  add  about  100  study 
places,  four  new  faculty  studies,  room  for  195,000  more  volumes  on 
open  shelves,  and  a  renovated  special  collections  area  with  climate 
control,  more  shelving,  and  better  working  space. 

A  great  deal  of  shifting  of  material  has  occurred,  and  more  will 
be  necessary  before  the  project  is  completed.  Some  seventy  to  eighty 
thousand  volumes  are  still  in  Hubbard  Hall,  compressed  on  as  few 
stacks  as  possible  and  encapsulated  in  plastic  for  protection.  The 
rest  were  boxed  and  are  stored  in  a  tractor  trailer  and  in  rooms  in 
Hawthorne-Longfellow.  The  next  major  projects  will  be  to  move 
the  microfilm  materials  and  to  remove  the  special  collections  to 
storage  so  that  work  on  those  areas  can  proceed. 

The  project's  impact  on  library  services  this  year  has  been  rela- 
tively minor,  and  the  forbearance  of  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers has  been  gratifying.  Their  patience  will  be  more  severely  tested 
in  the  fall  when  already  crowded  space  must  be  further  contracted 
to  permit  construction  to  go  forward  in  Hawthorne-Longfellow. 
More  material  will  necessarily  be  temporarily  unavailable.  Heavy 
construction  was  completed  during  the  summer,  but  none  of  the 
areas  will  be  finished  before  January  1984.  Once  the  project  is  com- 
pleted, every  book  in  the  library  will  have  to  be  moved,  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  full  services  can  be  restored  before  the  fall  of  1984. 

Meanwhile,  reserve  reading,  general  circulation,  and  interlibrary 
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loan  services  continue.  Table  I  shows  measurable  use  of  library 
material  over  the  past  five  years.

Students  and  faculty  members  requested  1,058  items  (762  last 
year)  not  owned  by  the  library  and  1,001  (724)  were  secured  from 
other  libraries.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  sixty-six  items  (2,096 
last  year)  were  requested  by  other  libraries  and  1,436  were  supplied. 
The  sudden  growth  in  interlibrary  loan  activity  is  surprising;  three 
years  ago,  we  borrowed  just  over  400  items.  The  increase  began  two 
years  ago,  and  it  is  difficult  to  determine  the  cause  for  the  spurt.  An 
agreement  among  Bates,  Bowdoin,  and  Colby  permits  students 
from  the  three  colleges  to  use  each  other's  libraries  directly,  and 
there  is  a  small  but  steady  traffic  in  this  form  of  interlibrary  ex- 
change. The  traffic  would  no  doubt  be  greater  if  students  had  a 
more  direct  way  to  learn  that  the  material  wanted  was  indeed  in 
the  Bates  or  Colby  library. 

The  experiment  with  on-line  searching  of  Biological  Abstracts 
failed  to  prove  conclusively  that  the  hard  copy  could  be  discon- 
tinued. Data  base  searching  continues  to  increase  slowly.  Com- 
puter capacity,  however,  does  not  keep  pace  with  the  growing 
number  of  users  of  the  service,  and  response  time  during  prime 
hours  shows  considerable  deterioration. 

This  year  the  special  collections  staff  mounted  attractive  and 
imaginative  exhibits  drawn  from  the  collections.  The  1932  fifty- 
year  class  exhibit  was  followed  by  Unitarian-Universalism:  Origins 
and  Development  for  the  benefit  of  the  Unitarian-Universalist  As- 
sociation convention  held  at  the  College.  Posters  from  the  two 
World  Wars;  letters  and  papers  from  four  Maine  families,  the 
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Abbotts,  Hamlins,  Thachers  and  Fessendens;  some  o£  the  out- 
standing gifts  o£  Roscoe  Hupper,  exhibited  to  celebrate  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  his  birth;  the  Curtis  Indian  prints;  pub- 
lications of  the  Limited  Editions  Club;  and  25,000  Years  of  Fashion 
were  displayed  during  the  year. 

Students  from  thirty-one  classes  drew  on  special  collections  for 
course  material,  as  did  researchers  for  three  honors  papers  and  two 
independent  studies.  In  all,  166  students,  52  faculty  and  staff,  mem- 
bers, and  165  outside  researchers  used  the  collections,  and  177  writ- 
ten inquiries  were  answered.  A  total  of  4,273  pages  of  photocopies 
were  provided.  The  College  archives  furnished  readers  with  539 
volumes  and  boxes  of  manuscripts,  while  599  were  drawn  from 
other  collections. 

Special  collections  material  was  largely  unavailable  during  the 
summer  and  fall  term  because  of  the  construction.  The  material 
must  be  packed  and  stored  since  there  is  no  area  to  which  it  can  be 
temporarily  shifted. 

Discussion  has  begun  regarding  the  establishment  of  an  audio- 
visual unit  within  the  library.  The  time  has  no  doubt  come  when 
some  central  facility  must  be  developed  to  coordinate  the  acquisi- 
tion and  servicing  of  audiovisual  materials  and  equipment  on  a 
college-wide  basis.  At  the  present  time,  responsibility  for  material 
and  equipment  rests  with  departments,  and  the  program  is  very 
much  catch-as-catch-can.  While  space  and  staff  are  not  now  avail- 
able to  implement  a  coordinated  program,  both  can  be  provided  in 
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the  near  future  if  a  well-thought-out  plan  is  developed  in  the  next 
year. 

Mud,  dust,  the  debris  of  construction,  the  noise  of  demolition, 
and  the  sound  of  heavy  construction  equipment  have  dominated 
the  usually  quiet  and  tidy  area  around  Hubbard  Hall  and  the 
Hawthorne-Longfellow  Library.  Students,  faculty,  and  staff  mem- 
bers have  absorbed  the  punishment  with  remarkable  equanimity, 
especially  those  with  classrooms  and  offices  in  Hubbard  Hall. 

Note  must  be  made  of  the  successful  fund  raising  effort  mounted 
for  the  expansion  project.  It  is  singularly  appropriate  that  the  fund- 
ing keystone  which  made  the  project  possible  was  provided  by 
Albert  Abrahamson  '26,  George  Lincoln  Skolfield,  Jr.,  Professor 
of  Economics  Emeritus,  who  during  his  long  service  teaching 
Bowdoin  students  seemed  always  to  be  involved  with  library  affairs 
at  critical  junctures  in  the  library's  recent  history. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  gratitude  to  an  able 
and  supportive  library  staff  who  have  borne  the  dislocations  and 
disruptions  of  the  past  year  with  good  will  and  have  continued  to 
provide  good  library  service  under  trying  circumstances.  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  Alfred  Fuchs's  continuing  support  and  counsel  has 
made  my  task  much  easier,  and  the  advice  and  suggestions  of  the 
Faculty  Library  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor 
John  Donovan  have  been  invaluable.

Once  again,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  gifts  of  books,  manuscripts, 
and  funds  that  contribute  so  much  to  the  strength  of  the  library.  Curtis 
Mossman  '48  gave  the  library,  from  the  private  library  of  Professor 
William  C.  Graustein,  a  large  collection  of  mathematical  works  which 
contains  many  landmarks  in  the  history  of  mathematics.  Mrs.  C.  J. 
Tyson  presented  a  large  collection  of  her  father's  and  mother's  diaries 
and  papers  for  the  Congressman  Robert  Hale  Papers.  Jane  Tucker  of 
Wiscasset  added  another  segment  of  the  Tucker  Family  papers  relating 
to  the  Bath  shipping  industry  in  the  nineteenth  century.  Richard  Har- 
well, former  librarian  of  the  College,  presented  a  collection  of  books, 
including  a  good  many  twentieth-century  drama  titles,  and  recordings 
of  Bowdoin  music  groups.  Jere  Abbott  '20  left  his  personal  library  of 
art  books  to  the  College.  It  includes  many  important  works  in  art  his- 
tory and  some  rare  and  exceptionally  fine  books  of  photography. 

One  item  of  special  interest  to  Bowdoin,  the  gift  of  E.  Manson  Smith, 
is  a  letter  John  Brown  Russwurm  wrote  to  a  friend  when  he  was  a 
schoolboy  living  in  Yarmouth.  Other  exceptional  acquisitions  were 
made  possible  by  special  gifts  and  Special  Collections  funds.  A  large 
collection  of  books  on  Arctic  discovery  and  exploration  which  comple- 
ments the  MacMillan  Collection  came  to  the  library.  The  library  was 
also  able  to  acquire  a  collection  of  Parker  Cleaveland  letters  and  a  large 
collection  of  papers  relating  to  three  Howard  brothers,  Rowland  Bailey 
1856,  Charles  Henry  1859,  anQl  Oliver  Otis  1850. 

Endowed  library  book  funds  provide  most  of  the  new  books  the  li- 
brary acquires  each  year,  and  it  is  always  gratifying  to  report  the  growth 
of  endowed  funds.  During  the  past  year  gifts  increased  the  Albert

Report  of  the  Director,  College  Museums 

To  the  President  of  Bowdoin  College: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1982-1983. 

The  fiscal  year  July  i,  1982-June  30,  1983  has  been  a  time  of  ex- 
traordinary accomplishment  for  the  Bowdoin  College  museums. 
In  September,  the  Bowdoin  College  Museum  of  Art  Handbook 
of  the  Collections,  a  project  begun  in  1975,  was  published  and  dis- 
tributed throughout  this  country  and  Europe.  In  May  and  June, 
Winslow  Homer  Watercolors,  an  exhibition  organized  to  honor 
Professor  Philip  C.  Beam  on  his  retirement  as  curator  of  the  Homer 
Collection,  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  undertaken  in 
the  history  of  the  Museum  of  Art.  These  two  events,  the  Handbook 
and  the  Homer  exhibition,  have  brought  the  College  new  regional 
and  national  recognition  and  are  evidence  of  the  potential  of  the 
Museum  of  Art  and  of  the  continuing  excellence  of  its  activities. 

The  1982-1983  year  also  has  been  one  of  progress  toward  the 
solution  of  long-standing  problems.  The  architectural  firm  of 
Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson,  and  Abbott  in  Boston  has  been 
asked  to  design  a  climate  control  system  for  the  Walker  Art  Build- 
ing. On  the  basis  of  plans  which  members  of  the  firm  will  submit 
to  the  College  this  summer,  I  anticipate  that  an  application  toward 
funding  the  installation  of  the  system  will  be  made  to  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  in  late  September. 

A  purpose  statement  for  the  Museum  of  Art  which  emphasizes 
a  dual  commitment  to  college  and  community  and  suggests  prac- 
tices for  accessioning  and  deaccessioning  works  of  art  has  been 
drafted  for  review  by  the  Governing  Boards.  The  research  in- 
volved in  preparing  the  statement  has  revealed  two  major  needs: 
the  definition  of  the  museums'  place  in  the  undergraduate  cur- 
riculum of  the  College,  and  the  promotion  of  greater  student  in- 
terest and  involvement  in  the  museums. 

Substantial  effort  has  been  devoted  to  long-term  plans  for  finan-

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cial  development,  programming,  staffing,  and  computerization. 
Projections  for  fund  raising  will  be  made  in  collaboration  with 
members  of  the  College's  Development  Office  and  will  inevitably 
be  affected  by  the  forthcoming  capital  campaign.  Program  schedul- 
ing largely  involves  exhibition  commitments  for  three  to  five  years 
in  the  future.  Among  major  shows  envisioned  is  Old  Master  Draw- 
ings from  the  Bowdoin  College  Museum  of  Art,  which  will  coin- 
cide with  the  publication  of  a  catalogue  of  that  collection  already 
in  progress  with  the  assistance  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  Staffing  of  the  museums  has  changed  considerably  this  year. 
The  positions  of  technician  and  registrar  for  the  Museum  of  Art 
have  become  full  time  with  College  support,  while  the  position  of 
curatorial  assistant  has  been  eliminated.  Donations  from  the  Trust- 
ees of  the  Russell  and  Janet  Doubleday  Fund  and  the  Kane  Lodge 
Foundation,  Inc.  to  the  Peary-MacMillan  Arctic  Museum  will  per- 
mit the  appointment  of  a  curator/registrar  who  will  do  the  basic 
cataloguing  of  these  collections,  long  in  need  of  attention.  Com- 
puter use  in  all  aspects  of  museum  operations  is  being  explored. 
Particularly  relevant  areas  of  investigation  include  collections  reg- 
istration, inventory  control,  appraisal  listing  for  insurance  pur- 
poses, and  membership  listing  for  the  associates  program. 

The  Museum  of  Art  continues  to  play  a  catalytic  role  for  cultural 
events  on  campus  in  collaboration  with  other  departments  and  pro- 
grams. The  results  of  such  cooperation  have  included  the  Becker 
Gallery  exhibitions  planned  by  members  of  the  art  history  depart- 
ment, the  series  of  contemporary  music  performances  in  the 
Walker  Art  Building  organized  by  Professor  Elliott  S.  Schwartz, 
and  dance  concerts  orchestrated  by  June  A.  Vail,  director  of  the 
dance  program.  Members  of  the  Departments  of  Art  and  Classics 
have,  in  addition,  participated  in  the  training  program  for  docents. 
It  has  been  pleasurable  and  profitable  to  work  with  members  of  the 
faculty  on  these  shared  programs,  and  I  look  forward  to  our  con- 
tinuing collaboration. 

In  1982-1983,  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  art  and  arctic  mu- 
seums again  reached  57,000.  Of  these,  more  than  3,000  were  school- 
children guided  on  tours  by  docents.  The  Museum  Volunteers  As- 
sociation's sixty-five  active  members  also  organized  and  presented 
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the  Arctic  Festival  in  February  and  worked  with  staff  members 
on  the  children's  exhibition  The  Magic  Carpet.  Staff  aides  main- 
tained a  regular  schedule  of  assistance  at  the  reception  desks  in 
both  museums  throughout  the  academic  year  and  have  worked  in 
offices  with  staff  members  on  membership  records,  photographic 
orders,  and  mailings.  The  museum  associates  have  also  prospered; 
donations  to  the  program  have  been  the  highest  ever  received.  The 
loyal  support  and  contributions  of  time  on  the  part  of  both  volun- 
teers and  associates  are  deeply  appreciated. 

These  achievements  of  the  museums  have  been  made  possible 
through  the  efforts  of  the  highly  talented  professional  and  volun- 
teer staff  and  because  of  the  strong  support  offered  by  the  College's 
administration.  I  wish  particularly  to  thank  you,  Mr.  President, 
for  your  endorsement  of  the  museums'  programs  and  for  your  di- 
rect participation  in  many  of  the  events  scheduled  this  past  year. 
In  addition,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  effective  collaboration  of 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  Alfred  H.  Fuchs,  who  is  the  member  of  the 
administration  directly  responsible  for  the  museums.  He  reviewed 
and  approved  annual  programming  and  offered  the  encourage- 
ment necessary  for  the  initiation  of  the  more  important  and  dif- 
ficult projects.
